Twenty-Five or Thirty Persons 
Killed or Injured. 


P ittsb u rg, Feb. IO.—A fire of myster­ 
ious origin was discovered at about 
8 o’clock last night in the large 6-storv 
cold storage plaut of theCliautaqu Lake 
leo company, and two large buildings 
are a total wreck and about #2,000,000 
worth of property 
of all kinds de­ 
stroyed. 
Au explosion of whisky occurred, 
which blew out the Mulberry alley wall 
with terrible results. 
At tho time the 
alley was filled with firemen, police, 
newspaper raeu and others. Many were 
caught by the falling wall. 
At least 25 
or 80 men were injure.!. 
Three dead have been takon 
ant, 
among them Police Captain Berry. Tile 
other two are at the morgue unrecog­ 
nized as yet. 
Many people were in­ 
jured by flying bricks and beams and 
all the ambulances and patrol wagons 
of the city were in constant servico.

Washington, Feb. IO.—The publica­ 
tion of what is reported to be an auto­ 
graph letter written bv Senor Dnpny Do 
Lome, the spanish minister, to 
his 
friend, Caualejas, criticizing the presi­ 
dent with tho utmost freedom, caused a 
sensation in official Washington, and 
soon will be followed by Minister De 
Lome’s 
departure 
from tho United 
States. 
The extremely offensive part of 
the letter is as follows; 
T he president’* message has undeceived 
the Insurgents, who expected something 
else, arui h as paralyzed th e action of con­ 
gress, but I consider it boti. 
ll *siiles the 
na turd and inevitable coarseness with 
w hich he rep ‘tits all that the press and 
public opinions of Spain have said of Wey- 
lcr, it shows once more that McKinley Is 
weak rind catering to tho rabble and, be­ 
sides, a low politician, who desired to 
li*avc a door open to ma an I to stand well 
with the Jingo.** of his party. 
The writing of this letter is unques­ 
tionably an offense against the ameni­ 
ties of diplomatic relations and such of­ 
fence* almost invariably have been re­ 
garded in tho United States as in other 
capitals as sufficient ground for the 
termination of the official states of the 
letterwriter. 
As soon as the letter appeared in the 
press, the state department officials be­ 
gan an effort to settle its authenticity, 
aud when it had learned all that coaid 
be developed on this point and had been 
told that the minister himself refused 
to deny writing it, the consideration of 
the next step begun. 
D r Lo m r D oesn't D eny It. 
The official statement of the sending 
of a message to Minister Woodford at 
Madrid was accompanied by a declina­ 
tion to indicate its contents at this time, 
the department merely giving to the 
press the following statement: 
Minister Dc Lune dos* n<>t d**ny writ­ 
ing tho letter. This department ha* com­ 
municated with General Woodford on the 
subject. 
Until 
that 
communication 
reaches the Spanish government it would 
be improper to in any manner state the 
contents of the message to General Wood­ 
ford. 
W hile the department refused to add 
anything to this meager announcement 
it eau be stilted without question that 
Mr. Woodford was directed to lay the 
facts developed before the Spanish gov­ 
ernment together with the statement 
that in view of the minister's refusal to 
deny the authorship of the letter the 
Spanish government is looked to with 
confidence to deal with the case proper­ 
ly. This amounts to an invitation to 
recall the minister, presuming that he 
himself has not already taken steps to 
vacate his position. 
No doubt is enter­ 
tained of a compliance with the implied 
suggestion but in case there should be 
undue delay in acting the state depart­ 
ment would feel called up »u to move 
directly in the matter aud give the 
minister his passports os was 
done 
when Sir Julian Puuuccfote’s predeces­ 
sor wrote the celebrated 
Murchison 
letter. 
Senor De Lome received a number of 
callers during the day, and to those sus­ 
taining a close relation to him he did 
not question the authenticity of the 
published letter, making it clear that he 
would scorn the subterfuge of a denial 
for purposes of expediency.

•aid a lover of birds, “ J saw a catbird 
w ith one of its w ings caught on a brier 
bush. 
There was a clum p of brier* 
here, w ith a narrow opening at one 
place between tw o of the bushes. 
The 
catbird had tried to fly through th at 
opening and had made a m iscalculation 
aud got one of its wings im paled on a 
thorn. 
The other w ing was free, and 
it was flapping that and trying to got 
clear of the bash. 
"A round this bush there m ust have 
been at least 40 other birds, of one kind 
or another, catbirds aud brown thrash­ 
ers and w rens and grass chippies, and 
so on, th at had been attracted by the 
unfortunate ca tb ird ’s cries and its ef­ 
forts to escape, and that appeared to 
have gathered there to help i t 
They 
fluttered about close to the bush, flying 
around at a great rate and m aking a let 
of noise, b at not really doing anything. 
Some of the sm aller birds would fly 
around very close to the bush or even 
fly under it, and I im agine some of tho 
bigger birds saying to some of tbeso 
venturesom e little fellows, ‘Here, you 
brown thrasher, you, why don’t you get 
under him there and push on his wing?’ 
But the brown thrasher would only go 
about so close. 
He w a-n’t going to gat 
caught. 
W hat the birds would have 
done finally I don’t know. I think they 
would hove helped the catbird in some 
ivay, hut I undertook to help it m yself 
"O f course I couldn’t go rig h t up tie 
It, for th a t w ould have frightened it, 
and may be. m ade it h u rt itself even 
worse. I had w ith m e a sawed off broom 
(tick th at I carried for a w alking stick, 
and I undertook to free the catbird 
w ith that. I th ru st the stick through the 
brier bush, all the other 40 birds look­ 
ing on, and brought the end of it gen­ 
tly against the catb ird ’s w ing and push­ 
ed the w ing off the thorn. B ut in start­ 
ing away tho catbird got the wing 
caught again on another thorn. 
T hat 
was bad, and I stood off a m inute de­ 
liberating about w h at to do next, ti e 
whole flock of birds still fluttering 
round and the im prisoned catbird now 
pretty nearly exhausted. 
It w as a tim* 
to drop all ceremony, 
and I simply 
walked up to the bush and took the ca t­ 
bird off the thorn w ith my hands. 
" J u s t beyond the brier bushes there 
was a smooth grassy spot in the wood* 
and I laid the catbird down there, the 
whole lot of birds th a t bad been hover­ 
ing about tho brier bush 
follow ing 
along, more or less near,.end banging 
around there. 
P retty soon the oatbiid 
got up and flew to a little tree nearby. 
It w asn’t strong, but it could fly aud its 
w ings were all right. 
When it flew up 
into the tree, all the other birds flew 
away. 
From the tree the catbird sang 
its thanks to me, aud there I left it.

Bim p iffled F ort M oat Ions, B icycle* M d A w 
tornado Gans Are Modern Features. 
I t seems to be the general opinion 
among U nited States arm y officers th a t 
the developm ent of m ilitary science in 
the im m ediate future w ill be in the d i­ 
rection of sim plified fortifications, great­ 
er utilization of the bicycle aud the ex­ 
tended use of some form of autom atic 
gun. 
The m odern arm y engineer nee* 
little use in raising great m ounds of 
earth such as used to be doue when 
hasty and even perm anent w orks were 
Reeded. 
T he bigger the earthw ork the 
greater tho m ark for the enem y’s guns 
A hole in the ground has been the theo­ 
retical form ula for fort building, and 
now th a t w e possess fieldpiece w ith 
disappearing carriages it can be prac­ 
tically carried o u t A gun th a t is capa­ 
ble a i rising out of an innocent looking 
hole, pouring forth great volleys of 
death dealing bull©** and thou sinking 
out of sight, leaving hardly a trace of 
its presence and cert ai aly nothing to fire 
at, is form idable enough to invest the 
new theory w ith all needful logic. 
It 
would be to an enem y w hat th e hollow 
road near W aterloo w as to tho cuiras­ 
siers of Napoleon. 
The rifle of the future w ill be the au­ 
tom atic rifle. 
Tliis is the conclusion of 
m ilitary m en not only of this, but of 
other countries. 
G eneral W ille, a G er­ 
m an arm y expert on the subject of fire­ 
arms, says decisively that it w ill u lti­ 
m ately bo the rifle in general use by the 
arm ies of the w orld. Its particular point 
of m erit is its capacity for doing away 
w ith the m echanical operation of load­ 
ing. 
In effect it does its own loading, 
leaving the soldier free to attend to the 
business of firing, thus concentrating his 
attention on his opponent and rendering 
his aim surer. 
As pointed out by G eneral W ille, th* 
force of tho recoil of th e autom atic gun 
is em ployed for charging and closing 
tho breech, and Hie firer has only to let 
off the shot in order again to load th® 
weapon, so th a t thonum liorof shots dis­ 
charged w ithout an effort is precisely 
the sumo as tho total contents of th® 
magazine. 
The only com paratively 
weak part of tho autom atic gun lies in 
its springs, but, as they have been found 
after tests m ado in A ustria to w ithstand 
the w ear and tear of from 10,000 to 14, 
OOO discharges, this does not oocmt far 
m uch.—N ew Y ork Sun. 


Bagpipe* In New Guinea. 
Mr. Angus M acKenzie, an old m iner 
well known as a prospector in northern 
Queensland, A ustralia, recently arrived 
from New G uinea w ith a large q u an ti­ 
ty of gold and thinks there is a great 
advantage ii being a Scotchman. When 
be left for N ew Guinea, ho took bag­ 
pipes w ith Lim, and to their agency he 
attributes m uch of the luck which fell 
to his lot w hile prospecting for gold 
He said that the natives would do any­ 
thing for him , providing he played the 
pipes to them at night. They looked af­ 
ter him and his effects and acted as por­ 
ters w ithout other pay than tho music 
of the pipes. 
They took him over new 
country and showed bim where heavy 
gold could be obtained.

th at intending prospectors in New G u i­ 
nea m ight lay out their money to worse 
advantage than in the purchase of bag­ 
pipes.

Finally he* Free. 
“ C'oii’c through the woods ouo day,” 
said a lov»r of birds, " J saw a catbird 
with one of it* wings caught on a brier 
bosh. There was a clump of briers 
here, with a narrow opening at one 
place between two of the bushes. The 
catbird had tried to fly through that 
opening and had made a miscalculation 
and got one of its wings impaled on a 
thorn. The other wing was free, and 
it was flapping that and trying to get 
olenr of the bush. 
“ Around this bush there roust have 
been at least 40 other birds, of one kind 
or anothor, catbirds aud brown thrash 
ers aud wrens and grass chippies, and 
so on, that had been attracted by the 
unfortunate catbird’s ones and its ef­ 
forts to escape, aud that appeared to 
have gathered there to help i t They 
fluttered about close to the bush, flying 
around at a great rate and making a lot 
of noise, but not really doing anything. 
Some of the smaller birds would fly 
around very close to the bush or even 
fly under it, and I imagine some of the 
bigger birds saying to some of these 
venturesome little fellows, ‘Here, you 
brown thrasher, you, why dou’t you get 
under him there and push on his wing?’ 
Hut Glo brown thrasher would only go 
about so close. 
Ile wasn’t going to get 
caught. 
What the birds would have 
done finally I don’t know. I think they 
would have helped the catbird in some 
way, hut I undertook to help it myself, 
“ Of course I couldn’t go right up 8c 
ft, for that would have frightened it, 
and may bo, made it hurt itself evm 
worse. I bad with me a sawed off broom 
dirk that I carried for a walking stick, 
and I undertook to free the catbird 
with that. I thrust the stick through the 
brier bush, all the other 40 birds look­ 
ing on, and brought the end of it gen­ 
tly against the cat bird’s wing anti push­ 
ed the wing off the thorn. But in n u tt­ 
ing away tho catbird got the wing 
caught again on another thorn. That 
was bad, and I st«o>d off a m inute de­ 
liberating about what to do next, ti e 
whole flock of bird* still fluttering 
round anil the imprisoned catbird non 
pretty nearly exhausted. 
It was a tim# 
to drop all ceremony, aud I simply 
walked up to the bush and took the cat­ 
bird off the thorn with my bands. 
“ Just beyond the brier bushes there 
was a smooth grassy spot in the wood! 
and I laid the catbird down there, the 
whole lot of birds that had been hover­ 
ing about the brier brob 
following 
along, more or less near, end banging 
around there. 
Pretty soon the cathud 
got up and flew to a little tree nearby. 
ll wasn’t strong, but it could fly aud its 
wings were all right. 
When it flew up 
Into the tree, all the other birds flew 
away. From the tree the catbird sang 
its thanks to rue, and there I left it.

MILITARY SCIENCE. 


S im plified F o rtificatio n * . B icycle* M d fi«* 
to m e t Ic G u n * A r e M o d e r n F e a tu r e * . 
It seems to be the general opinion 
among United State* army officers that 
the development of m ilitary science in 
the immediate future w ill be in the di­ 
rection of simplified fortifications, great­ 
er utilization aI the bicycle aud the ex­ 
tended use of some form of automatic 
gun. 
The modern army enginoer secs 
little use in raising great mounds of 
earth such as used to be done when 
hasty and even permanent works were 
Deeded 
The bigger the earthwork the 
greater tho m ark for the enemy’s guns 
A hole in the ground has been the tlieo- 
retical formula for fort building, and 
now that we possess fieldpieces with 
disappearing carriages it can be prar- 
lie ally carried o u t A gun that is capa­ 
ble of rising out of an innocent looking 
hole, pouring forth great volleys of 
death dealing bu I M s and then sinking 
out of sight, leaving hardly a trace of 
its presence and certainly nothing to fire 
at, is formidable enough to invest the 
new theory w ith all needful logic. 
It 
would be to an enemy w hat the hollow 
road near Waterloo was to the cuiras­ 
siers of Napoleon. 
The rifle of the future w ill be the au­ 
tomatic rifle. 
Tliis is the conclusion of 
m ilitary men not only of this, but of 
other countries. 
General Willo, a Ger­ 
man army expert on the subject of fire­ 
arms, says divisively that it w ill u lti­ 
mately bo the rifle in general ase by ihe 
armies of the world. Its particular point 
of merit is its capacity for doing away 
w ith the mechanical operation of load­ 
ing. 
In effect it does its own loading, 
leaving the soldier free to attend to the 
business of firing, thus concentrating his 
attention on his opponent and rendering 
his aim surer. 
As pointed out by General Willo, tbs 
force of the recoil of the automatic gun 
is employed for charging ami clodng 
the breech, and the firer has only to let 
off the shot in order ngain to load the 
weapon, so that tho number of shots dis 
charged without un effort is precisely 
the same as tho total contents of ths 
magazine. 
The only comparatively 
weak part of the automatic gun lies in 
its springs, but, ns they have been found 
after tests modo iii Austria to withstand 
the wear aud tear of from 10,000 to 14, 
OOO discharges, this do*’* not count tm 
much,—New Yolk Sun. 


U *lp ip H Ta New Guinea. 
Mr. Angus MacKenzie, an old miner 
well known as a prospector in northern 
Queensland, Australia, recently arrived 
from New Guinea with a large quanti­ 
ty of gold and thinks there is a great 
advantage ii. being a Scotchman. When 
he left for New Guinea, ho took bag­ 
pipes with Lim, aud to their agency he 
attributes much of tho luck which fell 
to his lot while prospecting for gold 
Ho said that tho natives would do any­ 
thing for him, providing ho played the 
pipes to them at night. Tin y k eked af­ 
ter bim and bis effects and acted as por­ 
ters without other pay than tho music 
of tho pipes. 
They took him over new 
country and showed him where heavy 
gold could be obtained. 
It is possible 
that intending prospectors in New Gui­ 
nea might lay out their money to worse 
advantage than in th© purchase of bag­ 
pipes. 
Iu any ease, Air. MacKenzie re­ 
gards the pipes as the best and most 
judicious investment ho over mud*-— 
New York Sun.

THE CATBIRD'S PLIGHT. 


fe r ty Birds U» tlie Tie*-we-- How t i Wa# 
Vinal I? Bel Free. 
"O ob’e through the woods cue day," 
mfd a low* r of bird*, " I mw a catbird 
with one of its wings caught on a brier 
boflh. 
There was a clump of briers 
here, with a narrow opening at one 
place between two of tho bushes. 
The 
catbird had tried to fly through thai 
opening and had made a miscalculation 
and got one of its wings impaled on a 
thorn. The other wing was free, and 
it was flapping that and trying to get 
clear of the bush. 
"A round this bush there must have 
been at least 40 other birds, of one kind 
or another, catbirds and brown thrash 
prs aud wrens and grass chippies, and 
so on, that had been attracted by the 
unfortunate catbird’s erie* and its e f­ 
forts to escape, and that a pix ared to 
have gathered thew to help it, They 
fluttered about close to the bush, flying 
around at a great rate and making a let 
of noise., but not really doing anything. 
Seme of the smaller birds would fly 
around very dost' to the bush or even 
fly under it, and I imagine some of Ute 
bigger birds saying to some of these) 
venturesome little fellows, ‘Here, you 
brown thrasher, you, why dou’t you get 
under him there and push on his wing?’ 
lint tho brown thrasher would only go 
about so close. 
He wasn’t geiug to get 
caught. 
What the birds would have 
done finally I don't know. I think they 
would have helped the catbird in fauns 
way, but I undertook to help it m yself 
"O f course I couldn’t go right up Vc 
it, for thut would have frightened it, 
and may bo made it hurt itself even 
worse. I had with mo a sawed off broom 
(tick that I carried for a walking stick, 
and I undertook to free the catbird 
with that. I thrust the stick through the 
brier bush, all the other 40 birds look­ 
ing on, and brought the end of it gen­ 
tly against the catbird's wing aud push* 
rd the wing off the thorn. But in starl­ 
ing away tho catbird got the wing 
caught again on another thorn. That 
was bad, and I stood off a minute de­ 
liberating about w hat to do next, ti e 
whole flock of birds still fluttering 
round and the imprisoned catbird now 
pretty nearly exhausted. 
It was a tim# 
to drop all ceremony, aud I simply 
walked up to the bush and took the cat­ 
bird off the thorn with my hands. 
" J u st beyond the brier bushes th cr# 
was a smooth grassy spot in the woods 
and I laid the catbird down there, the 
whole lot of birds that had been hover­ 
ing about tho brier bush 
following 
along, more or Icss near,.end banging 
around there. 
Pretty *oou the catbird 
got up and flew to a little tree nearby. 
It w asn’t strong, but it could fly aud its 
wings were all rig h t 
When it flew up 
into the tree, all the other birds flew 
away. 
From the tree the catbird sang 
its thanks to me, aud there I left i t

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MILITARY SCIENCE. 


Sim plified Fortification*. Bicycle# sa d A l* 
to rn a d o G a n s A r c M o d e rn F e a tu re s . 
It seems to be the general opinion 
among United States army officers that 
the development of m ilitary science in 
the immediate future w ill be in the di­ 
rection of simplified fortifications, great­ 
er utilization ai the bicycle and the ex­ 
tended use of some form of automatic 
gum 
The modern army engineer ae®* 
little nae in raising great mounds of 
earth such as used to be done when 
hasty and even permanent works were 
Seeded. 
The bigger tho earthwork the 
greater the m ark for the enemy’s gums 
A hole in the ground has been tile theo­ 
retical formula for fort building, and 
now that we possess fieldpieces with 
disappearing carriages it can be prac­ 
tically carried out. A gun that is capa­ 
ble of rising out of an innocent looking 
hole, pouring forth great volleys of 
death dealing bulJ«*s said then sinking 
out of sight, leaving hardly a trace of 
its presence and certainly nothing to fire 
at, is formidable enough to invest th* 
new theory w ith all needful logic, 
It 
would be to an enemy w hat the hollow 
road near Waterloo was to the cuiras­ 
siers of Napoleon. 
The rifle of the future w ill be the au­ 
tomatic rifle. 
This is the conclusion of 
m ilitary men not only of tins, but of 
other countries. 
General Wille, a Ger­ 
man army expert on the subject of fire­ 
arms, says decisively that it will u lti­ 
mately bo tho rifle in general use by the 
armies of the world. Its particular point 
of m erit is its capacity for doing away 
w ith the mechanical operation of load­ 
ing. 
In effect it (bxs its own loading, 
leaving the soldier free to attend to the 
business of firing, thus concentrating hi* 
attention on his opponent and rendering 
his aim surer. 
As pointed out by General Wille, th# 
force of the recoil of the automatic gun 
is employed for charging and closing 
the breech, and til© firer has only to let 
off tho shot in order again to load th© 
weapon, so that the number of shots dis­ 
charged without an effort is precisely 
the same as the total contents of th© 
magazine. 
Tho only comparatively 
weak part of tho automatic gun lies in 
its spring*, but, as they have been found 
after tests made in Austria to withstand 
the wear and tear of from 10,000 to 14, 
OOO discharges, this does not count lot 
m ncU—New Yolk .Sun. 


B a g p ip e * I n N e w G u in e a . 
Mr. Angus MacKenzie, an old mine* 
well known as a prospector in northern 
Queensland, Australia, recently arrived 
from New Guinea w ith a large quanti­ 
ty of gold and thinks there is a great 
advantage ii being a Scotchman. When 
be left for New Guinea, he took bag­ 
pipes with Lim, aud to their agency he 
attributes much of the luck which fell 
to his lot while prospecting for gold 
He said that the natives would do any­ 
thing for him, providing he played the 
pipes to them at night.
